Are Captured; 
Break Widens

Soviet quarters reported today that Russian troops had 
advanced within 75 miles of the great German base at Rostov, 
pivot for all Nazi operations in the Caucasus, and ripped 
I through German lines on a 20-mile front aion# both sides of 
the lower Don river. 
Front-line reports said Russian troops sweeping westward 
alonR the Don had pushed forward 50 miles since capturing 
the Don bridgehead of Tsimlyan.sk two days ago. 
Soviet dispatches said the triumphant Red Armies of the 
south had captured at least 21 more cities and towns and 
listed 339,150 Axis soldiers killed or taken prisoner since the 
j start of the Russian winter offensive Nov. 19. 
Adolf Hitler’s hi^h command, still giving the German 
people no hint of the disastrous turn of events, asserted 
flatly that Nazi infantry and tanks “repulsed all Soviet at­ 
tacks in continued fighting in the Don and Kalmyck sectors.”

"I do not prophesy when this war 
will end,” the Chief Executive said. 
"But I do believe that this year of 
1943 will give to the United Nations 
a very substantial advance along 
the roads that lead to Berlin, and 
Rome and Tokyo. 
"Have Confidence” 
"I tell you it is within the realm 
of possibility that this 78th con­ 
gress may have the historic privilege 
of helping greatly to save the world 
from future fear. 
“Therefore, let us—all of us— 
have confidence, let us redouble our 
efforts.” 
The President opened his address 
with his summary of war opera­ 
tions, and, in it, said that "we are 
going to strike—and strike hard— 
in Europe.” 
"I can not tell you.” he said, 
"whether we are going to hit them 
in Norway, or through the Low 
Countries, or in France, or through 
Sardinia, or Sicily, or through the 
Balkans, or through Poland—or at 
several points simultaneously. 
To Blast Japan 
"But I can tell you that no matter 
where and when we strike by land, 
we and the British and the Russians 
will hit them from the air heavily 
and relentlessly. 
Day in and day 
out we shall heap tons upon tons of 
explosives on their war factories 
and utilities and seaports." 
The 
eventual 
outcome 
of 
the 
fighting in the Pacific, the Presi­ 
dent said, can be put on a mathe­ 
matical basis, since it is known that 
Japanese strength 
in ships and 
planes declines daily and American 
strength rises. 
He said this would 
become evident to Hie Japanese 
people "when we strike at their own 
home islands, and bomb them con­ 
stantly from the air."

Officer's Account

Urging all men between 18 and 
65, the ages that take in all regis­ 
trants, to discuss the matter with 
their local boards if they feel they 
may be delinquent, Col. Evans saki 
names of those who clear their 
status this month would be scratched 
off the list to be given federal 
authorities. 
Kinds of Delinquents 
He named these kinds of delin­ 
quents : 
1. 
Those required to register 
for possible military service who 
did not do so. 
2. Men 
who 
enrolled 
hut 
whose records are defective or 
were lost iii transit with the 
result that local hoards have 
incomplete information. 
3. Those who failed to re­ 
spond to instructions given them 
by local boards. 
4. Men who are known and 
deliberate delinquents. 
Instructions from national Selec­ 
tive Service headquarters specify 
that the state's 422 local boards shall 
mall a “notice of delinquency” to 
every man classified as a delinquent. 
Reporting to Governor James on 
tile work of Selective Service since 
It was established, Col. Evans said 
tfiat an estimated *4,725,049 was 
spent in Prnnayiv&nift to administer 
tin* program between September. 
1940, and Hie end of December, 1942. 
the federal govermnent allocated 
$4,915,282 for use tip to the end of 
last year. 
“Comparative figures prepared by 
national headquarters show clearly
